Nicosia a 
battlefield

NICOSIA. — Gunfire still resounded 
here yesterday. Tanks ringed the 
fire-gutted presidential palace. There 
were no firm casualty figures from 
the fighting that began on Monday 
morning, but Cyprus Radio caluied on 
all doctors in the capital to go to 
the general hospital to tend the 
wounded. 


One report at the height of yes- 
terday’s street battles Usted more 
than 60 dead and wounded. 

Sectors of Nicosia were littered 
with war debris. Spent cartridge 
cases covered roads and gardens 
around strategte buildings in the 
city centre. A few private cars 
lurched in gutters, their windscreens 
shattered ‘by bullets. Soviet-made 
ΤῊΝ tanks of the National Guard 
blocked road junctions and sur- 
rounded the central post office, Ni- 
cosia airport, the radio station and 
other points involved in the fiercest 
fighting. 

‘Troops with machineguns manned 
road blocks and checkpoints, United 
Nations soldiers and a few foreign 
diplomats and journalists were per- 
mitted to drive through. But the 
curfew kept most of the city’s 
120,000 εἰναι = residents and 
hundreds of foreign tourists in their 
homes and hotels. 

At Nicosia airport windows were 
smashed in the terminal 
and one parked jetliner bore bullet 
holes. United Nations troops in a 
camp across the road said two pro- 
Makarios polikemen armed with 
moachineguns had held off a large 
National Guard force in a five-hour 
siege on Monday before they were 


The airport appeared serviceable 
and could be reopened within hours 
Ἐ the army decides to allow the 
evacuation of thousands of stranded 
foreign tourists. Cyprus also has 
about 10,000 preiominantly British 
foreign residents. ‘As far os is 
known, no tourists were Injured or 
involved in the fighting around the 
island. They waited in their botela 
not knowing when they could leave, 
but most of them bore up well to 
the strain.

scheme. If the comprehensive Bank- 
ing Bill, which contains a provision 
for this purpose, cannot be passed 
in a hurry, then a private Bill should 
be introduced, he said. 

The meeting heard a report from 
Moshe Sanbar, Governor of the Bank 
of Israel, about developments in the 
notification of 1-Β 5 financial break- 
down since his previous meeting with 
the committee last Tuesday. 

‘The extension of the moratorium 
for another 10 days, signed yester- 
day by the Governor, is needed to 
unravel complications in the bank's 
affairs, Mr. Sanbar explained. 

According to an official spokes- 
man, it has been discovered that 
ownership ig divided among numer- 
ous companies difficult to identify, 
most of them apparently a cover 
for members of the Williams fa- 
mily. Documents are missing. (Ques- 
tioned about this during the ‘inves- 
tigation, Yehoshua Bension, the Ge- 
neral Manager who was arrested by 
the police on ‘Monday, allegedly 
countered: “I am not a filing clerk.”) 
‘There are inconsistencies between 
accounts in the IsraeJ bank and the 
London subsidiary, concerning trans- 
actions between them. 

It is learned that information 
leading to Bension’s arrest was de- 
posited by the Bank of Israel with 
the police on July 7. Concerning yes-

Kahane’s new 
centre to open 
in Jericho

TEL AVIV. — Rabbi Meir Kahane, 
former Jewish Defence League 
leader, said yesterday that an Insti- 
tute of Human Relations, named 
after Dr, Martin Luther King Jr. 
and his mother, will be established 
in Jericho “shortly” but he refused 
to say when. Speaking at a press 
conference yesterday to introduce 
his new political movement, “Kach," 
he said that he expects to run for 
the Knesset. 

{Kahane ran unsuccessfully for the 
Knesset last year under the letters 
“Each” — which mean ‘thus” and 
recalls the old Irgun Zvai Leumi 
slogan of armed resistance “Rak 
Kach” — “Only thus”). 

Rabbi Kahane said that “the Jew- 
ish Palestinians” (Israelis and 
others supporting Palestinian 
claims) were “a cancer in the 
nation’s body,” and he and his 
associates would fight them with 
everything that non-violent dem- 
onstration can produce. “We shall 
not hesitate to hold demonstrations 
outside the Israel Embassy in 
Washington should the Government 
of Israel surrender to its ‘Jewish 
Palestinians',” he said. 

The difference between a “party” 
and a “movement,” according to 
Rabbi Kahane, is that a party has 
branches and organization which 
need money; while a movement is 
an effort by a small group of de- 
votees to spread their ideas by word 
and printed matter. ‘And we do not 
have money,” he said,

“We do not wunder-estimete the 
threats, but we will not bow to 
blackmail, The Tour will go on 
normally." The race began ag usual 
yesterday with the Spanish cyclists 
taking part. 

Levitan said officials would take 
special security measures. “We will 
ask the police to place strict secur- 
ity on the hotel of the Spanish 
team and on the vehicles,” he said.
